NEGROES IN ARMS. 


Hav« Sworu ncaih 10 "Bed Shirt"*" 


and are Looking for Trouble. 


Wilmington, N. C., Nov. 7—The ne- 


groes, while outwardly quiet, are ma- 
noeuverfng in secret. They recently 
received another supply of arms, JOO 
parading armed last night at mid- 
night. 


The negroes claim that they have 


swqrn death to the "Red Shirts" and 
lawless bands of armed negroes were 
gathered in the northern portion of the. 
city last night, and an outbreak mo- 
mentarily expected. 


White 
men 
have 
guarded their 


houses, and the light infantry and na- 
val reserves are assembled at the ar- 
mories. The street cars were stoned 
by the negroes last night, and white 
people compelled to desert them and 
walk home. The police are unable to 
command order. 


BURGLARS SHOT. 


Foatoffice Robbers Caught by a Fo«»e

, "Worcester, Mass., Nov. 7—Last night 
a posse of citizens at North Grafton j 
surrounded a gang of burglars in the i 
postoffice, captured two and killed j 
another of the robbers. Three burglars 
and the citizens opened fire outside the 
building and the burglars fled. This j 
morning the dea'd body of one of them | 
was found in a field near by. Two i 
others were found in a building, all j 
armed.

The two burglars captured give their 


names as Thomas McGrath and Law- 
rence Day and xvere taken to West- 
boro this morning and held in $1*0,000 
bail each for the superior court. 


The man killed is believed to be 


James Kenney, with many aliases, who j 
escaped jail here ten years ago, and 
was afterwards arrested in New Hamp- 
shire and served five years for safe 
blowing.

Flynn of Lawrence has been making a 
vigorous fight for the seat now held by 
Congressman Knox, and it is general! - 
conceded 'that the issue will b» closely 
fought at the polls. 


In the Seventh district Mayor W. I* 


Ran-red.*!] of Lynn has waged an aggres- 
sive campaign, and the Indications are 
that if Senator Ernest W. Roberts, th« 
Republican candidate, is successful, it 
will be by a majority considerably small- 
er than that given to Congressman Bar- 
rett in the same district two years ago. 


In the Ninth district, the independent 


Democratic candidacy of Senator James 
A. Gallivan and the war record of for- 
mer State Representative Franz Hugo 
Krefos will make considerable difference 
in Congressman Fitzgerald's usually 
safe plurality, if it doesnTwipe It out 
entirely, and leave Mr. Krebs the suc- 
cessful candidate. 


In the Tenth district, the contest be- 


tween Samuel J. Barrows, ttie present 
Republican incumbent, and Henry F. 
Naph-en. the Democratic candidate, prom- 
ises to be close, and both parties are con- 
fident of success. 


It is conceded by the Republicans that 


A. B. Bruce, the Democratic candidate 
for governor, will poll a. much larger 
vote than did Mr. Williams last year or 
the year before, and Mr. Bruce's vote, it 
is estimated, will exceed 100,000, although 
the Democrats claim 150.000. Last year 
Governor Wolcotl'g vote was 165,075, and 
the combin«(3 votes of Williams (Dem.) 
and Everett (Not. Dem.) was 93,031.

The Supreme Court Rooms 


Being Cleared of Debris 


of Explosion. 


Washing-ton, Nov. 7— The big capitol 


building was the scene of wreck and 
desolation today, following the explo- 
sion and fire yesterday which wrought 
serious havoc. 


An army of workmen were busy 


carrying off the debris of brick, mortar, 
soaked and half burned official papers 
and documents. 


Examination of the supreme court 


room showed that the damage was 
confined to the walls, ceilings and car- 
pets. 
The justices' bench was unin- 


jured. The smoke and water let't the 
chamber, however, in a sorry condi- 
tion. The fine old colonial windows are 
in ruins, and the -whole chamber damp 
and smoked. 


; 
Temporary provision for the sessions 


of the court have been made in Sena- 


: tor McMillan's committee room. The 


i general damage to the building is not 
; as serious as at first supposed. 
The 
! heavy foundations do not appear to 


be disturbed. None of the sustaining 
arches or pillars have given way. It 
does not seem that the rebuilding of 
any part of the capitol will be neces- 
sary. 


The work of repairing will be fin- 


ished by the commencement of the 
session of congress. The big gas meter 
was blown to pieces, and there is littl'e 
doubt that explosion of gas was the 
cause. 


The Earlier Reportt

There was 
indignation at this, as in all other 
regiments, and Congressman Lawrence 
wrote to Assistant Adjutant General 
W. H. Carter in regard to the matter.

saying that Adjutant General Corbin 
had sent to Governplfs/^Kptaoti word 
that the eolors'of the raiments would 
be returned to them. 


This decision of the government will 


be received with much pleasure by 
the members of the regiment, and the 
regimental colors will be placed in 
the headquarters of the regiment at 
Springfield. 


NEW 
6ERMAN 
ORGANIZATION 


Formed for Naturalization and Social 


Purposes. Large Membership 


Already. 


The members of the Herman lodge and 
some of the prominent German Resi- 
dents of North Adams organized last 
Saturday with 85 members under the 
name of the "German Einigkeit Zesel- 
schaft. 
The following officers were 


elected: Fred. M. Cowith, chairman, 
Charles Stender, secretary. 


The objects of this society are to 


procure and combine together all per- 
sons who understand the German lan- 
guage, to afford an absolutely secure 
means to have every member become 
an American citizen, and to combine 
together'in social and . patriotic work 
for the good of its members. All per- 
sons of good moral character and ac- 
quainted with the German language 
are acceptable to'the society. 


A Four-Horse Runaway.: 


The team of four big horses which 


are used with the wagon advertising 
shoe blacking now in the city, caused 
a commotion on Main and Hblden 
streets early this morning. They were 
just starting out from E'lagg's stable. 
harnessed to ;the:big wagoij, and the 
driver left them- alone for a- rracu.iienX 
The horses started tq run, 'struck the 
wagon against the corhgr'fef thelmtWlnjr 


as to seem practically simultaneous with 
it. 
The explosion siook th'e immense 


structure to its foundations and was 
heard several squares from the Capitol. 
It occurred in a small room tightly en- 
Closed by heavy stone walls in the sub- 
terranean basement immediately^below 
the main entrance to the old Capitol 
building. 


In this room was a 500 light gas metre 


Which was fed by a 4-inch main. 
Very 


little gas is used in that part of the 
building, but at the time of the explo- 
•ion the gas had n-st been turned off at 
the metre. The metre itself WHS wrenched 
and the gas pouring from the main 
caught fire. The flamee originating 
from the explosion dartsd up the shaft 
Of the elevator, which had been com- 
pletely destroyed by the force of the ex- 
Jplosion, and communicated with the 
record room of the supreme court, the 
•moe of the marshal of the court and the 
Supreme court library. 
Before the 


flames could be subdued the priceless 
dooumentj^in the record room had been 
almost destroyed, and serious damage 
fcad been done in the marshal's room and 
pome minor, rooms in the immediate 
jticinity. 


The library of th« supreme court, lo- 
cated immediately beneath the supreme 
court room, was badly damaged by fire, 
•moke and water, water practically de- 
atroying th* great collection of law ref- 
*rence books. 
The library 
contains 


About 20,000 volumes and was used not 
only by the justices of the supreme court, 
t>ut by members of congress and lawyers 
^radioing before the supreme court. 
. Justice Iiarian said last night Uiat 
the library was vej-y valuable. 
Many 


Of the works it contained would, he 
thought, b* difficult 
to replace. 
Li- 


brsirlan Clarke, after a cursory exami- 
nation, expressed the opinion that many 
Of the books could be saved, although 
they had beun drenched by water from 
the streams poured Into the .library for 
two hours or more after th* explosion 
occurred. 


The most f?rious damage, In the opm- 


lon of the justices of the supneme court, 
Is to the records stored in the mb-ba0«- 
ment. 
Th<>£<e include oil of the records 


»f the supreme court from 17»2 to 1832. 
The room contains records of cases and 
opinions rendered by the fathers of the 
judiciary of t ho government. Apparent- 
ly the documents in thte room are either 
totally destroyed or so badly damaged 
t>y lire and water a-s to be useless. Jus- 
tice Ha.ilan srJd that while the loss of 
the records was Irreparable it was for- 
tunate* that the late records of the court, 
which w»re kept in the office of th« clerk 
on the main floor, were not Injured. 
As 


document!) for reference at this time and 
later Jurtlcj Harlan thought these 
Were of far greater value than the rec- 
ords destroy rd.

ELASTIC ENGLISH. 


Bow tbe Meaning of Some COB 


Word* Ha» Been Changed. 


Professor Whitney says there has been 
less structural modification of tbe English 
language in t»e second half of the nine* 
teeuth century than in any other 50 yea* 
period of its existence. The vocabulary 
ias been enormously enriched, but tha 
skeleton of our speech has been only a lit- 
tle developed. It is with the vocabulary 
that Brander Matthews deals in bis essay, 
lie quotes Professor Lounsberry's remark: 
"The purest of speakers use every day 
with perfect propriety words and forma 
Which, looked at from the point of view of - 
the past, are improper, if not scandalous." 
This is a fitting preface to a discussion of 
the changes iu the vocabulary taking place 
at tbe present time, some of which are 
noted by Mr. Matthews in these words: 


Once upon a time to "aggravate" meant 


to increase an offense. 
Now it is often 


used as though it meant to irritate. For- 
merly "calculate," aa in tbe sentence "It 
was calculated to do harm," implied a de- 
liberate intention to injure. Now the idea 
of intention has been eliminated, and tbe 
sentence is held to be roughly equivalent 
to "It is likely to do harm." "Verbal" 
is slowly getting itself accepted ot fynony- 
mous with "oral," in antithesis to "writ- 
ten." 
"Lurid" is really "pale," "wan," 
"ghastly," but how often o- late * A it 
been employed as though ic signified red 
or ruddy or bloody? 


These woids aro specimens of the long 
list which Is used by the ignorant or un- 
thinking, incorrectly, but which careful 
writers use according to t jeir proper sig- 
nificance. The Tutor protests against tbe 
carelessness wiiicb says '.'Aggravate" for 
"exasperate" or "irritate," fpr example, 
and pleads at, .inst recognizing such inac- 
curacies of speech as legitimate change* 
In tha vocabulary. 


Another word mentioned by Professor 


Matthews is "unique." Say a ho: "Unique 
ia getting to imply merely 'excellent,' or 
perhaps only 'unusual.1 Its oxaot etvino- 
logical value is departing forever." It it 
true tbat we so* in print such expressions 
aa "more unique" and "most ^nique," 
aa if "unique" were an adjective capablt.. 
of being compared, but tbe tutor hopes 
that the case U not aa bad as Professor 
Matthews represents it. "Unique" is a 
word of too great value to penult it «o lose 
its strict significance. It comes from the 
Latin "unicus," one, only, single, and it 
meana having no like or iqual; unmatch- 
ed, *ole, unequalrd, single in its kind or 
excellence. "Every gieat m»ni*nunique,"„

The Power That Would Be 


to Hoy* tbe Earth. 


Statisticians sometimes have queer 


ideas. Oiio of them has amused himself 
by calculating how much energy, water 
ami coal it would, take to wove tbo 
earth a foot, Kuuposiug that it was sub- 
jected throughout ite mass to a force 
equivalent to terrestrial gravitation. 
This ia a gratuitous guppodtiou, for in 
epito of its euui'uiouH mass tho earth 
weighs nothing. 


Starting with the fiot that the earth's 


mans is about C, 100- million-million- 
million tone, our statistician calculates 
that wo should requiru 70,000,000,000 
years for a 10,000 horsepower en- 
gine to move our globe a foot. Tha 
boiler that should feud this engine 
would vaporize a quantity of water tbat 
would cover the whole face of tbe globe 
with a layer 300 feet deep. The vapori- 
zation of this water would require 4,000 
million-million tons of coal. This coal 
carried in cars holding ten tone each 
aud having a total length of 30 feet, 
would require 400 inilliort-million cars, 
which would reach 80,000,000 times 
around the earth. This train, moving 
at the rate of 40 miles an hour, would 
take more than 6,000,000 years to trav- 
erse its owu length. It would require 
for storage a shed tbat would cover 
1,000 times tbe area of Europe. 


If we realize that this fantastically 


bnga amouut of energy it nothing at all 
compared with what the earth possesses 
in virtue ot its rotation about its axis, 
its revolution about the sun, and its 
translation iu spaoe with the solar sys- 
tem, of which the earth is but an in- 
finitesimal Bart and which itsslf is bub 
an infinitesimal part of the universe, 
we may get some idea of the importance 
of man iu tho universe and estimate bis 
incommensurable pride at its just value.

As n boy Joseph H. Choate bad every 


possible chance, as chances go, when 
youngster* with sense to accept them are 
In question. His tather wasn't rich, but 
he bad enough money to send his son to 
Harvard and after bis graduation there- 
from to help him through a first class 
Boston law school. At Harvard Joseph 
stood pretty well, and, in fact, was the 
valedictorian of bis class, but bis vogue 
was somewhat interfered with by his per- 
sonal raw awkwardness. lie was decid- 
edly a green Yankee boy in the eyes of 
many of the smartest set, and one of his 
close's!; friends-was unotherawkwardgreen 
Yankee boy "name of Brooks" aud chris- 
tened Phillips, lioth were bound to be- 
come much better known to the world 
than the majority of their classmates, 
but that was u fact of the future which 
none then in Harvard foresaw. 


After getting through with bis law 


course, Choato came to New York and 
buug out a shinglo. He didn't pick up 
• practice with any great degree of rapid- 
ity, but after awhile was employed on a 
Case of somo consequence and was (sched- 
uled to make the plea before tbe court. A 
nan named Evarts (William M.) set down 
In tbe history of tbo Republican party as a 
senator, a cabinet minister, a wit and a 
brilliant lawyer, chanted to be in the court- 
room when the raw young lawyer made 
that first plea. 
Ifc was one of the ablest 


forensic efforts Evurts had ever heard from 
one of such youth and it caused the older 
lawyer to propose a partnership to the 
younger one, and that's how Joseph 
Bodges Choate got his real start in bis 
profession.

Since that time Choato has prospered 


amazingly, and today he holds exactly the 
same relation to the New York bar that 
Evarts did the day Choate made his maid- 
en plea. Aud undoubtedly Choato enjoys 
his profession, as most successtul men, 
whatever their calling, do. But Cboate is 
at his best when making an after dinner 
speech. Home there are indeed who think 
him better than Colonel Chauncey Mitch- 
ell Depew himself and. most persons who 
liavo heard both these orators of the festive 
board speak on tho same occasion think 
Choato agrees full well with those wbo 
•ward tbe palm to him. 


At all events, Depew recognizes Cboate 


us one of tbe two meu who may possibly 
be counted bis rivals—Horace Porter, who 
just now represents Uncln Sam in Paris, 
being the other—aud whenever Depew and 
Choato meet at diuner there's a lot of 
sparring between them. 
There isn't a 


doubt that Chcate's stories and flashes of 
wit read much luora entertainingly in 
cold type than Depew's, nor that the 
Cboate stories, as a rule, are fresher and 
tnore appropriate to tho occasion on which 
tbey are related. Besides, whereas Depew 
almost, or quite always, prepares his post- 
prandial talks in advance and sometimes 
reads them, this cannot be said of Cboate's, 
so far as any one knows. Ho seems to 
manufacture his sentences as he goes along 
and to make the phraseology suit the ac- 
t'lal evanescent circumstance of tbe mo- 
ment, yet tbey are sometimes almost too 
well put together to be offhand. 


Choate himself always strives to convey 


tho idea that they are impromptu. Once 
when both he and Depew wore at a din- 
ner Cboate told the story of a visit that 
morning from a reporter wbo asked for an 
advanco copy of bis speech, saying be bad 
already secured a copy of Chauncey's.

Never Could Win an Office. 


Though Mr. Choato prasidod over tbe

to labor legislation it is but fair for the 
people to know my position if they care 
to do so: 


First—I am not opposed to organised 


labor: but believe in it. It has accom- 
plished great good and under proper 
control will accomplish much more. 


Second-—I am linst and last in full 


sympathy with the working man, as I 
my whole life attests, and insofar aa I 
can see their interests I not only vote 
but speak for them. 


Third—I try not to be blinded by 


political clap-trap, and the shout of 
posed advocates of labor who under 
the cloak of sympathy and interest, are 
self-seekers all the time. 


Fourth—I will not be blinded, nor 


fall into the traps of cheap politicians 
who propose impossible measures, with 
no expectation of their passing, but 
whose only possible chance of 
any 


recognition or paid service, comes 
through such vulgar efforts. 


Fifth—I use and must use such judg- 


ment as I have as to the wisdom and 
policy of any measure, and in accord- 
ance with that judgment I must act; 
and no man would ask me to do other- 
wise. 


Sixth—How does my work harmonize 


with my declarations?

The 
third throw decided the victory, and many 
a inryi who went down in tha first throw 
or iffatiH throw in the third throw was on 
top. and hie opponent under. The Romans 
did not like this game very much, for it 
was not savago enough, BO blows or Kicks 
being allowed in the game. They preferred 
the foot of hungry panther on the breast 
of fallen martyr. 


In wrestling, the opponents would bow 


In apparent suavity, advance face to face, 
put ('.own both feot solidly, take each other 
by the arms and push each other backward 
and forward until the work began in real 
earnest, and thero were contortions and 
Strangulations and violent strokes of the 
foot of one contestant against tha foot of 
tho other, tripping him up, or, with strug- 
gle that threatened apoplexy or death, the 
defeated fell and tho cheats of tbe specta- 
tors greeted the victor.

I know 
that nine years are a big ullce to take off 
of a man's active life, but if you realised 
the heiiiht and atnuigth of the archangel* 
of evil ill our time with which that young 
man is going to wrestle you would not 
think nine years of preparation were toe 
much. An uneducated ministry wan ex- 
cusable in otiier duy*. but not in Ihie 
time, loaded with aohool* and colleges. A 
man who wrote ine the other day a letter 
asking advieo, aa he felt called to preach 
tha gospel, began tho word "God" with a 
small g. That kind of a man is not called 
to preach tha gospel. 
Illiterate men, 


preaching tho gospel, quote for their own 
tneouragwent tho Scriptural passage, 
"Open thy mouth wide, and I fill it " 
Yes! He will fill it with wind. Prepara- 
tion for this wrestling is absolutely neces- 
sary. Many years ago Dr. Newman and 
Dr. Sunder land, on the platfopui of Brig- 
ham Young's tabernacle at Salt Lako 
City, gained the victory because they had 
so long been skillful wrestlers for God. 
Otherwise Brigham Young, who was him- 
self it giant iu some things, would have 
thrown them out of the window. Get 
ready in Bible classes. Get ready in Chrls- 
ti.ui Endeavor nicotines. Get ready by 
plying testimony in obscure places before 
giving testimony in conspicuous places. 


A MiKhty Strn*vle. 


Your going iiround with a Bagsta*'a 


Bible, with (laps at the edges, under your 
arm does not qualify you for the work of 
an evangelist. In this day of profuse gab 
remember that it is not merely capacity 
to talk, but the fact that you have gome- 
thing to say, that is going to fit you for 
the struegle into which you a*e to go with 
a smilo on your face and illumination on 
your brow, but out of which you will not 
come until all your physical and mental 
and moral and religious energies have 
been taxed to the utmost and you have 
not a nerve loft or a thought unexpended 
or a prayer unsaid or a sympathy unwept. 
In this struggle between right and wrong 
accept no challenge on platform or in 
newspaper unless you are prepared. Do 
not misapply the story of Goliath tho 
Great and David tho Little. David bad 
been practicing with a sling on dogs and 
wolves and bandits, and a thousand times 
had ho swirled a stone around his head be- 
fore he aimed at the forehead of the giant 
and tumbled him backward, otherwise 
the big foot of Goliath would almost have 
covered up the crushed form of the son of 
Jesse. 


Notice also that the success of a wrestler 


depended on his having his feet well 
planted before he grappled his opponent. 
Much depends upon the way the wrestler 
stands. Standing on an uncertain piece 
of ground or bearing all his weight on 
right foot or all his weight on left foot, 
lie is not ready. A slight cuff of his antag- 
onist will capsize him. A stroke of tho 
heel of the other wrestler will trip him. j 
And in this struggle for God and right- | 
eousneig, as well aa for our own souls, we j 
want our feet firmly planted in the gospel 
—both feet on the Bock of Ages. It will 
not do to believe the Bible in spots or 
think some of it true and some of it un- 
true. You just make up your mind that 
the story of the garden of Eden is an alle- 
gory, and tho epistle of James an interpo- 
lation and that the miracles of Christ can 
be accounted for on natural grounds, with- 
out any belief in the supernatural, and 
the first time you are interlocked in a 
wrestle with sin and satan you will go un- 
der and your feet will be higher than your 
head. It will not do to hare one foot on 
a rock and the other on the sand. The 
old book would long ago have gono to 
pieces if it had been vulnerable. But of 
the millions of Bibles that have been 
printed within the last 25 years, not one 
chapter has been omitted, and the omis- 
sion of one chapter would have been the 
cause of the rejection of the whole edition. 


Alas, for those who while trying to 


prove that Jonah was never swallowed of 
a whale, themselves get swallowed of the 
whale of unbelief, which digests but never 
ejects its victims. The inspiration of the 
Bible is not more certain than the preser- 
vation of the Bible in its present condi- 
tion. After so many centuries of assault 
on the biok would it not be a matter of 
economy, to say tho least—economy of 
bruin and economy of stationery and econ- 
omy of printers' ink—if tho batteries now 
assailing the book would change their aim 
and bo aimed against some other books, 
and the world shown that Walter Scott 
did not write "The Lady of the Lake, ' 
nor Homer "T 10 Iliad," nor Virgil "The 
Georgics," nor Thomas Moore "Lalla 
Rookh," or that Washington's farewell 
address was written by Thomas Paine, 
and that the war of the American Kevolu- 
tion never occurred. That attempt would 
be quite as successful as this long timed 
attack anti-Biblical, and then it would be 
ne*»~ Oh, keep out of this wrestling bout 
with the ignorance and the wretchedness 
of the world unless you feel that both fee*; 
are planted in the eternal veracities of tho 
book of Almighty God! 


Science of Wrestling. 


Kotice also that in tins science of wres- 


tling, to which Paul refers in my text, it 
was tho third throw that decided the con- 
test. A wrestler might be thrown once 
and thrown twice, but the third time he 
might recover himself, and by an unex- 
pected twist of ami or curve of foot gain 
tho clay. Well, that is broad, smiling, un- 
mistakable gospel. Some whom I address 
through ear or eye, by voice or printed 
page, have been thrown in their wrestle 
with evil habit. 


Aye, you have been thrown twice, but 


that does not mean, oh, worsted soul, that 
you are thrown forever! I have no au- 
thority for saying how many times a man 
may sin and be forgiven, or how many 
times ho may fall and yet rise again, but 
I havo authority for sayinct that he may 
fall 400 times, and 490 times got up. The 
Bible declares that God will forgive 70 
times 7, and if you will employ the rule of 
multiplication you will find that 70 tiroes 
1 is 41)0. Blessed be God for such a gos- 
pel of high hopu and thrilling encourage 
ment and magnificent rescue. A gospel 
of lost sheep brought home on shepherd's 
shoulder, and tha prodigals who got Into 
the low work of putting husks into swines' 
troughs brought home to jewelry and ban- 
queting and hilarity that made the raft- 
ers ring.

You can't trust these fellows who 
have once gone wrong." So with this un- 
fortunate, things get- worse and worse, 
and his family have to give up the house, 
and the last valuable goes to the pawn- 
broker's shcp. But that unfortunate man 
is aauuteriug along the street one Sunday 
night, and he goes up to a church door, 
and the congregation arc singing tho sec- 
ond hymn, the one just before sermon, and 
it is \Villi«iB Cowper's glorious hymn:

He goes into the vestibule of the church 


and stops there, not feeling well enough 
dressed to go among the worshipers, and 
he hears the minister say, "Yon will find 
the words of my text in Luke, the nine- 
teenth chapter and tenth verse, 'The* Son 
of Man Lsoomste seek and save that which 
was lost.' " The listener in tbo vestibule 
says: "If any man was ever lost, I am 
lost, and tho Son of Man came to save 
that which is lost, and he has found me, 
and he will take mo out of this lost con- | 
dition. Oh, Christ, have mercy on me." 
The poor man has courage now to enter 
the main audience room, and he *its down 
on the first seat by tha door, and when at 
the close of the service the minister conies 
down the aisle the poor man tells hia 
story, and he is encouraged and invited to 
come again, and the way is cleared for 
him for membership in a Christian church, 
and be feels the omnipotence of what 
Peter tho apostle said when he spoke of 
those "kept by the power of God through 
faith unto complete salvation." Yet he 
is to have one more wrestle before he is 
free from evil habits, and he goes into it 
not in his own strength, for that has fail- 
ed him twice, but in the strength of tho 
Lord God Almighty. Tho old habit seizes 
him, and he seizes it, and the wrestlers 
bend backward and forward and from sido 
to side in awful struggle, until the mo- 
ment comes for his liberation, and with 
both arms infused with strength from ' 
God he lifts that habit, swings it in air { 
and hurls it into the perdition from which { 
it came and from which it never again 
will rise. Victory, victory, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ! Hear it, all ye wres- 
tlers ! It threw him twice, but the third 
time he threw it, and by the grace of God 
threw it so hard he is as safe- now as if he 
had been ten years in heaven. Oh, I am 
EO glad that Paul in my test suggests the 
wrestler and the power of the third throw. 


But notice that my text suggests that 


the wrestlers on tho other side in the great . 
struggle for the world's redemption have j 
all the forces of demonology to help them, i 
"We wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against powers, ' 
against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places." 


All military men will tell yon that there 


is nothing more unwise than to under- 
estimate an army. In estimating what 
we have to contend with tho most of the 
reformers do not recognize the biggest op- 
posers. They talk about the agnosticism, 
and the atheism, and the materialism, and 
the Kihilisun, and the Pantheism, and the 
Brahmanism, and the Mohammedanism, 
as well a* the more agile and organized 
and endowed wickednesses of our day. 


But these ara only a part of the hostili- 


ties arrayed against God and the beet in- 
terests of humanity. The invisible bests 


are far more numerous than the visible. 
It is not so much the bottle; it is the de- 
men of the bottle. It in not eo much the 
roulette table; it is the demon of the rou- 
letto table. It is not so much the act of 
stock gambling a* it is the demon of stock 
gambling. It i* the groat host of spiritual 
antagonists led on by Aziel or Lucifer or 
Beelzebub or Asmodeua or Ahrimanes or 
Abaddon, just as you please to call the 
leader infernalistio. Can yon doubt that 
the human agencies of evil are backed up 
by Plutonic agencies? If it were only a 
common war steed, with panting nostril 
and flaunting mane and clattering hoof, 
rushing upon us, perhaps we might clutch 
him by the bit and burl him back upon 
his haunches, but it is the black hcnte 
ravalry of perdition who dash down, and 
their riders swing swords which, though 
invisible, cleave individuals and homos 
and Tuitioni, I toll yon Pmil wn* right- 
When he suggested that we wrestle not with 
pygmies, but with giants that will down 
ns unless tho Lord Almighty is our oond- 
jutor. Blessed bo God that we have BOW 
and further on will have In mightier de- 
gree that divine help!
